NOVEMBER IS 
COLDEST HERE 
IN ll YEARS 


Last month went into the rec­ 
ords Friday as the coldest No­ 
vember since 1951 and the wet­ 
test in IO years. 
It wa* the fourth month in the 
first ll this year w’ith a surplus 
of rainfall. Its IO days of meas-j 
urable rain totaled 4 09 inches 
but left 1962 4 06 inches short of I 
normal l^ast month was the first 
November in a decade with more 
than four inches of rain. 
Normal rainfall for November 
is 3 39 inches Last year the month 
received a total of 3,53 inches 
The accumulated 11-month total 
of rain for this year now’ stands 
at 34 06 inches. Normal rainfall 
by the end of November is SR 
inches. 


ONE OF C O LD E ST 
I 
Temperatures ranged from a 
low of 24 degrees on the morning 
of November 7 to a high of 60 
degrees the afternoon of the 9th. 
Daily high readings averaged 49 
degrees while the daily lows aver­ 
aged 33 23 degrees. The month's 
average temperature was 41 12 
degrees making it one of the cold­ 
est Novembers on record here 
in the last 59 years. Only four 
Novembers were colder. 
The chilliest November on rec­ 
ord in Gettysburg since contin­ 
uous records were begun in 1903 
occurred in 1910 with an average 
of 38.8 degrees. The warmest No­ 
vember came in 1931 when the 
average reading was 51 2 degrees. 
November of last year was the 
warmest in 13 years. This year 
the trend it reversed and the 
chilliest November in ll years 
was recorded. 


F IR ST SNOW 
Th* first snow of the season 
came last month on two week­ 
ends. The first weekend of the 
month saw an inch and a half of 
the white stuff. There was snow 
again on November 18 but did 
not accumulate enough on the 
ground to be measured. 
Fogs and sleet were among the 
other weather phenomena record 
ed during the month.

our territory,’’ he added. 
As for the movement of civil­ 
ians into the vacated areas, the 
spokesman said this will be car­ 
ried out depending upon the situ­ 
ation as it develops. 
He refused to elaborate. 
"This is the maximum informa­ 
tion we can give you at this 
time,” he told newsmen.

CORNWALL, Ont. (AP) - A 
deadly fog of chlorine gas spread­ 
ing from a leaky railroad tank 
car felled about IOO coughing, 
vomiting persons Friday night and 
for six hours threatened to force 
evacuation of a large part of Corn­ 
wall's 43,000 residents from the 
city. 
Winds carried the pungent yel­ 
low gas away from Cornwall and 
officials early today declared the 
iity out of immediate danger. 
Thirty-five persons kept in hos­ 
pitals were reported in satisfac­ 
tory condition. The others were 
discharged after treatment. 
Emergency teams evacuated 200 
persons from the northeastern out­ 
skirts of Cornwall and sealed off 
the area. 
Cornwall is across the St Law­ 
rence River from Massena. N.Y. 
Railwoy workers discovered the 
gas leaking from the tanker at a 
siding. It was filled Friday at the 
Canadian Industrial Ltd. factory' 
for shipment to Hull. Que. 
Company officials said they be­ 
lieved a cylinder that carried 
liquid chlorine to the tank car had 
cracked 
The chlorine turned to gas as 
it came in contact with air. 
Doctors described the gas as 
similar to that used in World War 
I. In severe cases, it can cause 
asphyxiation, heart failure and 
blindness. 
The victims rushed te Corn­ 
wall's two hospitals were vomit­ 
ing and coughing end had trouble 
breathing, doctors said. Several 
were placed in oxygen tents. 
Ambulances arrived at the hos­ 
pitals every few minutes as emer­ 
gency staffs quickly assembled.

voice over the sheriff’s network 
through much of Friday. Since 
the voice had not appeared on 
the radios of the sheriffs net­ 
work here previously. Miller asked 
the speaker his identity. 
He was surprised when the un­ 
known sheriff responded to Mil­ 
ler’s call that he was the sheriff 
at Key West, Fla., and the two 
chatted a moment about their re­ 
spective work. 
Jacobs also queried the Key 
West officer. 
The transmission 
was 
made 
possible, according to the scien­ 
tists, by a shift in the ionosphere 
which reflects radio waves. Nor­ 
mally Key West could not be. 

But with the change 
in the height of the "bouncing 
board" which the ionosphere pro­ 
vides, the angle became such that 
the communications bounced back 
and forth perfectly between here 
and the Florida transmitter.

House the spreader under roof, 
in a shed or under an overhang. 
Clean the spreader with a high 
pressure water hose or a steam 
jenny at least once a year, oftener 
if time permits. Paint the inside 
and outside once a year. Farm 
machinery dealers sell the rec­ 
ommended paint for this job. 
And when you operate It in the 
field, don’t slap into gear while 
it is moving. This puts a severe 
shock load on the clutch, chains 
and pawls. Bring it to a complete 
stop before engaging the clutch. 
Don’t spread frozen manure. 
K E E P PIPELIN ES SAFE 
No hot coffee for breakfast, no 
water in the milkhouse and the 
kids late for school* Did this ever 
happen to you? There’s nothing 
more aggravating than to wake 
up late on a bitterly cold morning 
and find the water lines are 


i frozen 
Now this a good time to check 
pipes which are exposed to weath­ 
er. A few minutes’ work with a 
shovel before the ground freezes 
saves a lot of trouble later on. 
Use pipe insulation to cover a line 
entering a building in an exposed 
area. If space inside the building 
is too cramped, try using electric 
heating cable. A few turns around 
the pipe in threc-inch spirals will 
prevent freezing to tem peratures 
of about five degrees below zero. 
A thermostat to control the cable 
switch will make the protection 
automatic and save electricity, 
too. Never lengthen or shorten a 
cable because it will change the 
heat output and may create a 
fire hazard 
While you are in the mood the 
doors to the pump house should 
be repaired and broken window 
panes replaced. A stfbket for a 
heat lamp just over the pump is 
helpful on extremely cold nights 
when the tem perature drops very 
quickly. 
TOPDRESS W HEAT 
Topdressing wheat with manure 
by the end of December is one 
of the mast profitable uses of this 
farm by-product. 
More than anything else ma­ 
nure helps new’ seedlings to estab­ 
lish 
themselves 
the 
following 
spring. This coating of manure 
conserves surface soil moisture, 
provides available plain nutrients 
near the surface of the soil with­ 
in easy reach of the seedling 
roots, reduces the 
severity of 
fluctuations in soil tem perature 
and protects wheat and young 
forage plants against heaving. 
Instead of placing all the m a­ 
nure on corn land, use part of it 
on wheat since it will increase the 
yield about five bushels per acre 
and increase the first year's crop

‘The tail end of the plane hit 
the ground and the plane slewed 
around,” said M. V. Little, 54, of 
Garden City, Long Island. 
Hurtling 
across a 
reed-filled 
m arsh, 200 yards west of the run­ 
way. and scattering debris for 300 
yard*, the aircraft smashed to a 
halt and burst into flames. 
SPLITS OPEN 
It *plit open down the back. 
Seats were tossed into the foggy 
darkness, some with bodies still 
strapped into place for landing. 
Walter Mueller of Floral Park, 
N Y., told of the thoughts burned 
into his memory; “The first thing 
that enters your mind is: "I’ve 
had it. You’re not sure in your 
mind that you’re living. You just 
do things. ” 
“The 
flames came 
into the 
plane from the front end before 
we ever stopped.’* said Louft, pro­ 
ducer of Louft Productions, Inc., 
a motion pictures firm. 
He was returning from a com­ 
mercial film assignment in Char­ 
lotte with his two partners, script­ 
writer Frank Smith, 72, of Man­ 
hattan, and production manager 
Frank Kolarek, who lives near 
Idlewild. All survived. 
R E H E A R SE D ESCAPE 
Before leaving North Carolina, 
Kolarek rehearsed how to open 
the emergency exit beside his 
seat. 
'Kolarek saved several of our 
lives because he got that window 
open immediately.” Smith said. 
Passengers 
leaped 
and 
tum­ 
bled through the openings, driven 
by the flames and fear. 
“We kept pushing passengers 
out,’’ 
stewardess 
Fournier 
re­ 
called. “ First one out and teen 
another one. We pushed them all 
out. When everyone was out that 
I 
could 
see, 
I 
jumped to the 
ground. I ran and ran and I 
stopped and I said, No, I can’t do 
this. I must help them ” 
ONE MAN AFIRE 
She returned to the flaming 
wreckage and helped drag and 
guide survivors away from the in 
tense heat. 
“ One man was on fire,” she 
said. “ His whole body was burn 
ing. I put him out." 
Passengers, too, returned from 
safety to try to aid their less for­ 
tunate travelers. 
Ambulances, guided by men on 


foot, crept toward the scene. Else­ 
where in the fog blanket on Idle- 
wild five airliners were "lost,” 
holding their positions on 
tee 
ground, awaiting police cars to 
guide them to some haven. 
Skiffs at three hospitals mobil­ 
ized to handle the injured, and two 
doctors from Peninsula General 
Hospital went to the airfield. 
“There were 25 bodies, includ­ 
ing one child.’’ said Dr, O J wild 
Moran. “I counted them. It was 
terrible. 
All 
of 
them 
were 
burned.” 
The crash was Eastern's first 
since an Electra turbojet plunged 
into Boston harl>or shortly after 
taking off Oct. 6, 1960, killing 62 
persons. 
Idlewild’s last crash occurred 
just nine months ago, on March I. 
An American Airlines transconti­ 
nental jet climbing from the run­ 
way faltered and dived into Ja ­ 
maica Bay, carrying all 95 per­ 
sons aboard to their deaths. 
One survivor, M. V. Little c4 
Garden City, N Y., said he heard 
a voice from the cockpit say over 
the loudspeaker: “ In five minutes 
we’ll either be on the ground or 
in it.” 
In Washington, the FBI said it 
was sending a squad of specialists 
to New York to help identify the 
dead. *

JFK ABOUT 


HIS CANYON 


By HARRY KELLY 
WASHINGTON 
A P'—Not very 
lonp ago practically every boy 
had his "canyon'* — a magical 
place that in a twinkling became 
battlefield or jungle. 
Scott Peter Turner, 7. of San 
Diego, Calif., bad just such a 
place where he hunted lizards, 
where he could play games or 
just be a boy. 
But like thousands of other can­ 
yons, Scott’s was gobbled up by 
a housing project when his back 
was turned. 
SAD DISCOVERY 
It was a sad discovery and 
Scott hurried home and taking 
pencil in hand printed this plea 
to President Kennedy: 
"Dear Mr President. We have 
no place to go out in the canyon 
because there are going to build 
houses so could you set aside 
some land where we could play? 
Thank 
you four listening 
love 
Scott." 
Scott's father added an accom­ 
panying note to "emphasize the 
honest 
motivation 
which drove 
him (Scott) to seek help from the 
highest power of the land." 
CONSTRUCTION SITE 
His son, he wrote, had gone off 
to some previously open land to 
hunt lizards, only to find one 
area had been pre-empted by a 
field restricted to organized play 
and beyond that other "canyons" 
had been taken over by home 
construction. 
Secretary of Interior Stewart L. 
Udall was assigned the job of 
replying to Scott. He made public 
the exchange Thursday. 
"The President sent your letter 
to me to answer because the 
feelings you expressed so well in 
your letter are his feelings too. 
and I am the man he has ap­ 
pointed to try to correct the con­ 
ditions which are making you 
unhappy, 
"President Kennedy and I have 
a great awareness of the needs 
you feel—the need to be able to 
hunt lizards and follow ants and 
maybe just lie in the sun on your 
bade 
and 
watch the 
changing 
shapes of clouds—all alone” 
BOY SATISFIED 
Udall pointed out that the last 
Congress had established three 
new national seashores, including 
Point Reyes in California which 
has "wide sand beaches, wind­ 
swept caves, forests and lots of 
room for a wide-eyed boy." 
"I am more sorry than I can 
say that you lost your canyon 
playground." Udall concluded. "I 
hope you will be able to find an­ 
other one not too far away." 
Scott 
was 
pleased 
with 
the 
reply. 
"Good." he told a newsman. 
“Now we’re getting somewhere.** 
And how did the whole business 
start? 
Explained 
Scott: 
"This 
gang of mine, we were going to 
catch a lizard to scare a girl.’’

WASHINGTON (AP) - At M 
Harold Oliver weighs 120 pounds, 
about 
as 
much 
as 
he 
ever 
weighed. He’s not tall, He looks 
like a neat businessman who al­ 
ways keeps his desk clean. 
But when he left The Asso­ 
ciated Press Friday he carried a 
lot of American history into the 
future with him. 
There were the trips, or days at 
the White Hod se, with all the pres­ 
idents from Coolidge to Eisenhow­ 
er; 
poker with Roosevelt; 
the 
draft 
numbers 
in 
both 
world 
wars; the political conventions; 
trips 
with 
"Skullcap Charley" 
Bryan. 
STARTED IN 1913 
Washington was a different city 
when he went to work for The AP 
here in 1913. The street cars didn’t 
run after midnight, At three in 
the morning when he had to 
roller-skate 
home 
through 
the 
quiet neighborhood, cops told him 
to cut out the clattering. 
Even in The AP office news was 
sent around the world by telegra 
phers punching a Morse key. He 
did a lot of things in The AP of­ 
fice. 
He was a copy boy. he 
worked in the library, he learned 
to type and took dictation on the 
phone from reporters. 
It was in that job that he typed 
out the first number picked in the 
draft in World War I. Years later, 
when he was a reporter phoning to 
a dictation boy of another genera 
lion, he phoned in the first num­ 
ber picked in the draft of World 
War II. 
ON DEATH VIGIL 
In between the two wars Oliver 
and the world grew up. He was 
part of the death vigil on Presi 
dent Wilson. He made one trip 
with Coolidge. What sticks in his 
mind is that Coolidge had a big 
breakfast of steak and pancakes 
He made a trip with Harding to 
cover a polo match when he didn’t 
know anything about polo or much 
about Harding, either. 
There 
was 
the night 
in 
19 
when the car of Charles W. Bryan, 
governor of Nebraska and Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential candidate, 
collided on a campaign trip with 
a car containing two young cou­ 
ples. Bryan went to their homes, 
got their parents up, and lectured 
them for letting their daughters 
stay out so late. 
RODE WITH SMITH 
Oliver slept in the same roil- 
road car with Bryan who used to 
sleep in a black skullcap. Every 
body called him "Skullcap Char­ 
ley" but Bryan didn’t know it. 
In 
it, 
Oliver 
traveled 
the 
country with Al Smith in his cam­ 
paign for the presidency. It was 
rugged. Smith always had pre­ 
pared speeches but threw them 
away. They interfered with what 
he wanted to say. Twelve news­ 
men went down sick. Oliver was 
laid up four days with nervous 
exhaustion. 
One of his worst days was in 
1937 when Roosevelt suddenly hit 
newsmen with 12.000 words of text 
on a plan to reorganize the Su­ 
preme Court. They had to start 
phoning in the story without know­ 
ing how many new justices Roose­ 
velt had in mind. 
UNDER 3 PRESIDENTS 
By tile time Oliver started to 
cover Roosevelt in 1936, going 
everywhere with him 
for two 
years, and playing poker with the 
President, too. he had headed the 
AP’s congressional staffs for sev­ 
en years. Then in 1938 he had to 
have a kidney removed After that 
he made fewer trips, stayed most­ 
ly at the White House not only 
under Roosevelt but under Tru­ 
man and Eisenhower, too. 
His most memorable days in all 
these years was April 12, 1945, 
when Roosevelt died at Warm 
Springs, Ga. Oliver was there. In 
1960. on a weekend covering the 
White House, he got a heart at 
tack. Life for him slowed down 
after that. His doctor wouldn’t let 
him get involved in excitement 
any more.
